HYACINTHS 


The  Hyacinth  is  so  well  known  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  give  any  detailed  description  of  its  broad  upright  spike  or  truss  usually  thickly  set  with 
bell  shaped  flowers  of  wax-like  texture.  It  succeeds  well  in  the  house  and  garden,  adorning  both  with  the  varied  colors  and  delicious  fragrance  of  its 
showy  flowers.  Its  culture  is  simple  and,  if  attention  is  paid  to  the  following  directions  success  is  certain. 

Potculture  Indoors  Plant  from  September  to  Mid-winter  in  rich,  light,  sandy  soil.  Place  the  bulb  so  that  its  top  will  be  just  below  the  surface, 
care  being  taken  not  to  pack  the  soil,  as  bulbs  are  less  likely  to  push  out  when  root  growth  commences  if  the  soil  is  fine  and  loose.  Water  thoroughly  and 
set  in  a cool,  dark  place  for  several  weeks  to  allow  of  sufficient  root  growth,  this  being  one  of  the  essentials  if  spikes  of  generous  size  and  long  strong  stems 
are  desired.  A succession  of  bloom  may  be  had  by  bringing  the  pots  into  the  light  at  different  times.  During  their  growth  they  should  be  kept  near 
the  light  at  a temperature  of  .50  to  70  degrees  and  watered  freely. 

Outdoor  Culture  Bulbs  may  be  planted  any  time  from  September  to  Mid-winter.  They  succeed  in  any  good  garden  soil  well  prepared  and  pro- 
perly drained.  Plant  six  to  ten  inches  apart,  covering  four  to  five  inches  if  the  soil  is  light,  but  not  more  than  two  or  three  inches  if  it  is  heavy. 

Culture  in  Glasses  To  grow  Hyacinths  in  water,  use  dark  colored  glasses  and  place  the  bulb  so  that  the  base  merely  touches  the  water.  Set  in  a 
cool  dark  place,  until  the  roots  have  made  a good  growth,  when  they  can  be  brought  into  the  light.  Give  the  plants  plenty  of  light  and  fresh  air  and  keep 
the  temperature  under  60  degrees  until  they  begin  to  bloom.  Keep  the  glasses  filled  with  water,  changing  it  entirely  if  it  becomes  impure.

A FLOWER  GARDEN  should  have  some  protection  on  the  north,  if 
early  flowers  are  desired.  A southern  or  eastern  exposure  will  permit  the 
garden  to  get  the  benefit  of  the  strong  morning  sunlight,  which  is  so 
beneficial  to  plants.  For  a large  amount  of  flowers  in  midsummer  and  the 
early  beautification  of  a new  place  annual  flowers  will  prove  most  satisfac- 
tory. Hardy  perennials  are  deservedly  popular,  as  they  need  little  attention 
from  year  to  year,  but  most  of  them  are  best  fitted  as  background  plants. 


NARCISSUS  or  DAFFODILS 


No  early  spring  flower  has  become  more  popular  than  the  Narcissus 
family.  In  beauty  of  form  and  color  and  in  hardyness  they  hold  a 
distinguished  place  in  every  garden.  They  are  so  easily  grown  that  even 
the  amatuer  can  grow  them  in  abundance.  They  are  perfectly  hardy 
and  do  well  in  any  location,  flowering  and  multiplying  each  year. 
Groups  of  Narcissus  in  the  border  with  perennial  plants  or  along  the  edges 
of  shrubbery  are  exceedingly  effective.  Nothing  is  finer  for  winter 
flowering  in  window  boxes  or  pots.  Three  or  four  bulbs  can  be  planted 
in  a six  inch  pot,  give  same  treatment  as  early  Tulips.  For  outdoor 
culture  plant  them  five  or  six  inches  apart  and  four  inches  deep.  In 
describing  Narcissus  reference  is  made  to  the  “perianth”  and  “trumpet”. 
The  latter  is  the  long  funnel  shaped  tube  or  center  while  the  perianth  is 
the  outer  row  of  petals  or  wings.

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PEONIES 


The  Peony,  of  all  the  list  of  bulbous  or  tuberous  rooted  plants,  is 
perhaps  the  oldest  and  best  known  inhabitant  of  the  flower  garden, 
many  being  very  fragrant  and  all  of  massive  size.  The  abundant 
dark  green  foliage  is  exceptionally  clean  and  attractive. 

Peonies  do  well  in  almost  any  garden  soil,  but  the  better  enriched 
the  soil,  and  the  more  liberal  the  space  allowed  for  each  plant,  the  more 
vigorous  the  growth. 

In  planting  the  roots  cover  the  crown  with  two  inches  of  soil.  A 
deep  lively  loam  is  preferable  and  frequent  cultivation  desirable.

SPENCER  SWEET  PEAS 

Sweet  Peas,  the  most  beautiful  of  the  hardy  climbing  annuals,  are  very  easy  to  grow,  and  thrive  under  ordinary  garden  conditions  with  very  little 
care,  but  a Uttle  fextra  attention  will  be  amply  repaid  in  larger,  earlier  blooms  and  brighter  colors. 

On  the  Pacific  Coast,  where  the  ground  does  not  freeze  to  any  depth,  the  best  time  to  plant  is  in  November.  They  will  apparently  make  very 
little  growth  during  the  winter,  and  it  is  better  if  the  tops  do  not  show  above  the  ground  until  spring,  but  they  will  make  a remarkable  amount  of  root- 
growth  which  will  induce  a strong  growth  of  vines  very  early  in  spring,  producing  better  blooms  and  much  earlier  than  if  planted  in  spring.  They  may.
